» If no spot survey, sensitivity study or modeling to rule out areas, extend boundary one-half mile
all around

* Low flow area between diversion pool and northeast corner of wildlife area (to outlet)

» Below dam — buffer expanded to consider development that occurred as consequence of
project development

* Transmission lines associated with project

» Feather River to confluence with Sacramento River (banks)

» Western Pacific relocation site (Table Mountain)

Others

* Chinese cultural center (potential enhancement)

e Hamilton Cemetery

* Beckwourth Trail

* Brian Beavers’ house up North Fork Feather River
* Big Bald Rock, Little Bald Rock, Bald Rock Dome
